Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner initiated a telephone interview with the Applicant's representative, Mr. Brinkman, and offered an Examiner's 
Amendment in order to expedite the prosecution where claims 7 and 14 would be incorporated into independent claims 
1 [method claims] and 20 [system claims]. The Applicant's representative responded by stating that such an 
amendment would be appropriate and agreed to such changes. The Examiner also stated that in claim 14, the claim 
limitation "greater than or equal to a threshold" should read "greater than a threshold" as is shown in Fig. 3 and as is 
further shown in page 6 of the Applicant's Amendment After Non-Final dated 11/12/2007. The Applicant's 
representative once again stated such an amendment would be appropriate and agreed to such changes. The 
Examiner finally stated that in claim 9, the claim limitation "less than a threshold" should read "less than or equal to a 
threshold" as is shown in Fig. 3 and as is further shown in page 6 of the Applicant's Amendment After Non-Final dated 
1 1/12/2007. The Applicant's representative once again stated such an amendment would be appropriate and agreed 
to such changes. Also attached is a correspondence with the Applicant's representative with the proposed claim 
amendments and the corresponding acceptence.
